Bostonian as he began his stint 
with a coffee-hour at the Stone- 
wall Jackson hotel in Clarks- 
burg were two identifiable fac- 
tors: 


There exists in West Vir- 
ginia an informal coalition of 
supporters of other presiden- 
tial candidates to “‘stop’’ Ken- 
nedy in this primary and thus 
remove much of the gloss he 
acquired in his impressive, 
but not decisive, victory in the 
Wisconsin primary April 5. 

There has come to the sur- 
face in unmistakable terms a 
question in the minds of 
many, whether a Catholic, as 
Kennedy is, could qualify as a 
candidate for president.

Castro said Cuban plotters are 
trying to make a revolutionary 
leader out of Manuel Beaton, a 
former captain in Castro’s army 
who heads a rebel band in the 
Sierra Maestra. 


Castro made the charge in an 
interview aboard a plane bring- 
ing him to Havana from eastern 
Cuba, where the Prime Minister 
last week directed a search for 
Beaton and his. band. 


Castro called Beaton ‘“‘a vulgar 
delinquent.” Beaton escaped 
from prison in Havana, where 
he was held on a charge of 
killing one of Castro’s army 
officers. Beaton said the charge 
was a frameup.

First Big Private Atomic Plant 


Begins Producing Electricity 


The first full-scale, privately- 
financed nuclear power plant in 
| the world began producing elec- 

tricity today. Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri took part in the de- 
velopment of the plant. 

Called the Dresden Nuclear 
Power Station, it is 50 miles 
southwest of Chicago, and is part 
of the Commonwealth Edison 
Co. system, which serves Chi- 
cago and northern Illinois. 

The St. Louis utility is one of 
_six which joined Commonwealth 
Edison in building the $51,000,- 
000 facility. Its generators are 
powered by steam produced 
from heat in a nuclear reactor. 
First output from the plant

was 64,000 kilowatts. The rate 
will be increased gradually in 
the next several weeks, with 
occasional shutdowns for testing, 
it was reported. 

The plant has a capacity of 
180,000 kilowatts, enough to sup- 
ply the electrical needs of a 
city of 200,000 persons. It is ex- 
pected that the plant will be in 
full operation this summer.

The Sewer Proposal 


A good case can be made in principle for 
the combination property tax-use charge 
which the Metropolitan Sewer District. has 
decided to put into effect without benefit of 
consultation with the people who will have 
to pay. 

The present sewer service charge is based 
on the size of the individual user’s water 
connection, the theory being that what comes 
in must go out and the larger the connection 
the greater the flow that eventually will spill 
into the sewer. This is not necessarily so 
and the new method will correct two major 
shortcomings of this plan of billing. — 


First, service charges to industries and 
multiple dwellings will be based on the actual 
flow of drinking-water through. the meter, 
which in effect will convert the service charge 
to a more equitable use charge. Second, the 
property side of the bill will catch many users 
of District facilities who now escape paying 
their fair share of its costs. For instance, 
storm-water run-off, which absorbs more than 
half the cost of District operations, flows not 
only from the lot of the individual home- 
owner; it also flows from undeveloped prop- 
erties, from miles and miles of railroad rights- 
of-way, and from paved parking lots having 
no drinking water connection and hence now 
paying no service charge. 

- . * 

By June the parcel-by-parcel property re- 
assessment program in most sections of St. 
Louis county that lie within the Sewer Dis- 
trict will have been completed. This will tend 
to eliminate a substantial portion of the dis- 
parity between city and county assessments 
that until now has made it impractical for the 
District to use its power to levy property 
taxes. The county portion of the District 
would pay about 38 per cent of the property 
tax to start, and this will rise each year. 


But other important questions are raised 
by the proposal, First and foremost, is the 
District asking for too much money? Is the 
6-cent property tax too high, or are the use 
rates out of line? The new charges together 
will bring in about $700,000 more than the 
$3,000,000 in this year’s operating budget. 
That is an increase of about 23 per cent. In 
the ordinary course of events in public affairs 
the Sewer District’s trustees would be bur- 
dened with the problem of proving that need, 
and that brings up the second big question: 

Why did the District spring the proposal 
on the people without prior notice, without 
public hearings and without providing them 
with any justification of the need for so much 
more money? Chairman Frank L. Ramacciotti 
and his colleagues on the Board of Trustees 
would be well advised to take no action to- 
ward raising money for their ballooning 
budget until they have consulted the people.

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch indicates that 
the District’s tax-and-service charge schedule 
evidently is designed to remain firm for the 
next five years; in effect the trustees are 
budgeting for five years, not the customary 
one. This suggests they may be asking for 
too much tax and use charge money now. 
The people may want to hold on to cash, the 
District would place in reserve funds or 
save to grant salary increases anticipated 
three and four years from now. 

One other hig question ought to be cleared 
up. While the new yse charge schedule will 
not go into effect until next year, the new 
property tax will be billed this year. Since 
the people also will be paying the old service 
charge this year, isn't Mr. Ramacciotti asking 
them to pay almost twice for sewer service 
this year? Shouldn’t the property tax take 
effect the same year as the new use charge, 
with billing in the fall of 1961 rather than 
this year? 

Mayor Tucker and Supervisor McNary have 
no direct control over the Sewer District 
except that they are responsible for filling 
vacancies on the Board of Trustees. Once 
appointed the trustees evidently‘are account- 
able to nobody. Even so, Mr. Tucker and Mr, 
McNary would serve the public interest if 
they would ask Mr. Ramacciotti and hig fellow 
trustees a question or two about Sewer Dis- 
trict finances. 


‘ Expert Look at Roads 


In behalf of a joint legislative committee 
and the Highway Commission, University of 
Missouri specialists have begun a study of 
the financia] problem of the entire road sys- 
tem in this state, This objective study ought 
to help determine the future course of state 
planning, Some rural groups, and the oil 
lobby, would like to wipe out city gas taxes 
and provide state revenue for local roads. 
Yet Missouri has more than 1000 govern- 
mental organizations trying to maintain roads. 
Some counties are incapable of building a 
good road system; some road districts are not 
only incapable but inoperative. Aside from 
more money, what Missouri's roads need is 
more efficient administration. The University 
study should point in the right direction. 


Brightened Outlook for Sea Laws 


A constructive compromise proposed by 
Canada and the United States has turned a 
bleak outlook into a promising one at the 
88-nation conference on the law of the sea 
at Geneva, Territorial waters would extend 
seaward six miles, with a second six-mile 
belt of exclusive fishing waters. Nations which 
had been fishing in the latter belt for five 
years beginning with 1953, however, might 
continue to do so for the next 10 years. Dur- 
ing that time they could negotiate bilateral 
fishing agreements, as Canada, for jnstance, 
has expressed readiness to do with the United 
States. , ;

Chairman Ford Speaks Out © 
Under new leadership, the Federal Com- 


munications Commission may overcome its — 


recent reputation as a reluctant regulator, 
Chairman Frederick W. Ford has ew to 
speak up for the public interest in and 
television. 

A few days ago Mr. Ford told Congress. 
that stations seriously involved with “payola” 
will face trouble in getting renewal of their 
operating licenses. Earlier, the FCC had pro- 
posed new regulations requiring stations to 
identify the source of records and other 
material at the time of the broadcast. In 
addition, the FCC supports a bill to prohibit 
rigging of quiz shows. : 

These measures, which also were proposed 
by Attorney General Rogers and House inves- 
tigators, emphasize the FCC’s role as a police 
man. But that is only part of the commis- 
sion’s duty. It also has the responsibility of 
persuading radio and TV to create better 
things for the American people. That is what 


Chairman Ford attempted to do before the © 


National Association of Broadcasters in Chi- 
cago this month, 

First questioning the negative effects of 
violence in programs often aimed at children, 
Mr. Ford then questioned the positive results 
of broadcasting in adyancing education, cul- 
ture, community affairs and public issues, 
“There are imposed certain obligations,” he 
said, “which cannot be sidetracked by, or sub- 
ordinated to, the business or 

For many broadcasters, this must have 
been an unpleasant reminder, Too often 
they have not only ny oop education and 
cultural programs, but have also surrendered 
their responsibility over programing to adver- 
tisers. Columnist John crosby notes that the 
sphere in which television has done an excel- 
lent job—that of newscasts and public af- 
fairs—-ia exactly the sphere which the broad- 
casters themselves control. That is no acci- 
dent. 

In general, however, television and radio 
both have aimed at the mass audience as the 
profitable audience, and defend this policy 
as giving the public what it wants, The de- 
fense does not fit the facts. Not all the public 
gets what it wants from a low level of enter- 
tainment. Even those who watch what is on 
the air may wish that something better were 
on the air. Though violence rides the air- 
waves, and may seem popular, we cannot 
imagine the American le agreeing that 
ior see Senne oF ee programs is a good 

g. 

Broadcasting must be a profitable enter- 
prise, but the popular and profitable cannot 
at all times be equated with the public in- 
terest. It is the latter which the FCC must 
uphold and for which Chairman Ford has 
spoken so well, 


Still Slow Justice 

In no other promise has America fallen so 
far behind as in that of “speedy justice.” An 
early trial is almost as important as a fair 
one. A verdict of innocent which comes after 
months or even years of incarceration or bail 
is, for all practical effects, an unfair punish- 
ment, And the speedy settlement of civil 
litigation is almost as important. 

Yet a Senate Judiciary subcommittee has 
found that the United States District Courts 
are from one to four years behind on their 
civil dockets. This despite the fact that since 
1941 the judges have increased the number 
of cages handled by 40 per cent. That is why 
in the last ‘session the Judiciary Committee 
recommended the creation of 22 additional 
District and ‘three additional circuit court 
judgeships. But nothing came of that. So the 
subcommittee is again recommending expan- 
sion of the courts as well as improvement in 
their administration. 

The Judicial Conference of the United 
States, made up of the ranking members of 
the national judiciary, has given much atten- 
tion to efficiency. It believes that a civil 
case should come to trial within six months 
after it is filed. An even shorter interval is 
desirable in criminal cases. Yet only seven of : 
the 86 District Courts have been able to meet 
the six-month standard. Obviously more 
judges are needed. 


Dodging the Real Problem 
Representatives of several insurance com- 
panies have been telling the Senate subcom- 
mittee on problems of the aged about the 
progress made in. providing health insurance 
for those over 65. A variety of policies indeed 
has been made ayailable. Since each passing 
year will find a larger proportion of the pub- 


lic in this age bracket, it is attracting the at- | 


tention of all who have something to sell, in- 
cluding insurance. And the companies natur- 
ally would not like to see this “market” large- 


ly preempted by Government protection as. 


contemplated in the Forand bill. 

So they point to such devices as keeping 
group insurance policies in force after retire- 
ment, One company estimates, for example, 
that 60 per cent of those now covered by 
“group major medical insurance” will hav 
their coverage continued after retirement, 70

This is all to the good for those persons 
covered by group health policies, but: it. does 
not help the millions not covered. The hard 
fact is that only about 13 per cent of retired 
people now have health insurance. The fact. 


also is that 80 per cent of Americans over 65.-° 


have an annual income of $2000.a year or 
less, and 60 per cent have $1000 a year or léss. 

It may be, as the insurance advocates say, 
that in the years ahead more people will work 
after 65. But this will not help those who 
must live on incomes which leave little for 
the payment of insurance premiums. If the 
companies want to be really helpful they will 
come forward with a plan for providing cov- 
erage as adequate as the contemplated fed- 
eral insurance at a comparable cost to the 
American people.

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Gen. Mark Clark Picks Britain’s 


Gen. Alexander as ‘Greatest’

WASHINGTON, April 18—Gen. 
Mark W. Clark, commander of 
allied forces in Italy in World 
War II’s latter days, picked yes- 
terday, a Briton rather than an 
American as the ‘‘greatest’’ 
soldier he served under in that 
conflict. 

The “greatest,” Clark said, 
was Gen. Harold R. L. G. Alex- 
ander, who first was allied army 
group commander in Italy, and 
Jater was supreme allied com- 
mander in the Mediterranean 
theater. 

Clark also served under Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, who was su- 
preme commander of all allied 
forces in the European theater 
of operations, which included 
Italy. 

Clark, now president of The 
Citadel, South Carolina’s noted 


military college, was asked for | 
his choice of best general on) 


the radio program ‘Reporters’ 
Round-up.”’ 

“I served under Gen. Eisen- 
hower in the early days of World 
War II during the North African 
invasion,’”” Gen. Clark said. 

, “Then I left him. He had many 
qualities of leadership that I 
admired. 

“I then served under Gen. 
Alexander, the British general, 
and he was my superior officer 
during all the fighting in Italy. 
I think he’s the greatest soldier 
that I served under in World 
War II.” 


Clark, who commanded United 
Nations forces in Korea in the 
latter period of that undeclared 
war, also commented on the 
armistice which halted that con- 
flict following the election of 
Mr. Eisenhower as President. 

Clark said that he thought as 
his predecessors in Korea 
thought—‘‘that in our first test of 
arms with Communism, we 
should have given them a sound 
thrashing—and we could have 
done it.’’ 

He said he thought the signing 
of an armistice with the North 
Koreans and Chinese Communists 
“was the wrong thing to do.”’ 
He continued: 

“When I signed the armistice, 
the first thing I did, after 40 
years in the service, was to 
bring the document back to the 
United States, hand it to the 
President, and request that I be 
retired.” 

“That was President Eisen- 
hower?”’ he was asked. 

“Yes, it was.’

| ere’s How to Use Those 


Cold baked ham is so delicious that it needs no dressing up. Just slice it, stuff the col- 
ered Easter eggs (cut them from the small end, tulip fashion, for a springtime look) and 
serve with Wine Relish Molds, which are half-way between salad and relish.

NO MATTER HOW HAPPY the holiday, most homemakers 
probably are suffering from a slight touch of ‘feeling low’’ today. 
Nothing to worry about; it follows Easter as surely as Monday 
comes after Sunday. A man wouldn’t understand this frame of 


mind; there’s nothing wrong at all. 


It’s just that it took so 


long to put the house in sparkling condition, so much effort to 
prepare that wonderful dinner, and suddenly it’s all over. Nothing 
left but the memories, and the leftovers. 


Take heart; there are compensations 


. « « time to rest, for 


one thing. And some delicious “second day” meals can be served 


from the leftovers. 

Cold sliced ham is so good 
that it needs no apology, and no 
dressing up. Just slice it, stuff 
the colored Easter eggs (cut 
them from the small end, tulip 
fashion, for a springtime look), 
and serve with Wine Relish 
Molds. The tang of Sauterne or 
Chablis wine flavors the crisp 
vegetables delightfully. Heat 
crisp browfi rolls, pour glasses 
of the same wine used in the 
molds, and the meal is ready. 


Wine Relish Molds. 
One envelope plain gelatine. 
Two tablespoons lemon juice. 
One cup chicken broth. 
Three-fourths cup Chablis, Sau- 
terne or other white table wine. 
One tablespoon instant minced 
onion OR one small raw onion, 


_ finely chopped (one-fourth cup). 


One-half teaspoon salt. 

One medium-sized avocado. 

One-half cup finely shredded 
cabbage. 

One-half cup grated raw car- 


rot. 
One-half cup thinly sliced cel- 


ry. 

Soften gelatine in lemon juice 
and about two tablespoons of the 
broth. Heat remaining broth, 
and dissolve gelatine in it. Blend 
in wine, instant onion and salt. 
Cool until slightly thickened. 

Cut avocado in halves and re- 
move seed and skin. Dice fruit. 
Fold avocado and vegetables into 
gelatine, and spoon into indi- 
vidual molds. Chill until firm. 

Unmold, and serve as relish- 
salad with cold sliced ham or 
turkey and stuffed eggs. 


Leftovers from a whole ham 
will make any or all of the next 
three recipes. First, thick slices 
are carved for Molasses Ham 
‘Skillet; next, the uneven pieces 
are cut into strips for Ham Cre- 
ole; the remaining meat is diced 
for Ham and Corn Fritters. 


The Ham Skillet makes a 
- eomplete dinner with a bean 
casserole and salad. Ham Cre- 
ele, served from a chafing 
dish with steaming rice, is an 
ideal supper dish. The fritters 
would be a welcome surprise 
' for breakfast, brunch or lunch- 
2on. 

Notice the emphasis on mo- 
lasses in these recipes? That’s 
because it has a natural, time- 
honored affinity for ham; they 
do exceptionaly well in tandem. 


Molasses Ham Skillet. 

One tablespoon cornstarch. 

One can (12 fluid ounces) apri- 
cot nectar. 

One-fourth cup light mild mo- 
lasses.

However, it added, “the pick- 
eting group may wish to notify 
authorities of its intention so 
that police who do not know 
about the picketing will not seek 
wrongfully to disperse them.”’ 

The A.C.L.U. said some per- 
sons felt that a special problem 
was involved when college stu- 
dents were involved in picketing 
because students were not part 
of the general community and 
came under the control of col- 
lege officials. 

“It is true that an educational 
institution is responsible for the 
welfare and guidance of its 
students, and therefore can ex- 
ercise reasonable control over 
their scholastic life and over 
much of their general activity,” 
it said. “‘But the function of the 
educational institution is also to 
teach students to make independ- 
ent decisions based on their 
increasing stock of knowledge, 
and, since we live in a democ- 
racy, to assume increasing 
power and _ responsibility as 
citizens—both on and off the 
campus.” 

The A.C.L.U. said it was 
“ready to consider all academic 
freedom issues that may grow 
out of picketing disputes. 

“In addition to this general 
concern,” the statement said, 
‘‘we will watch particularly dis- 
ciplinary action by state-sup- 
ported institutions, which we 
believe to be unconstitutional.”

WHAT TO FEED our astro- 
nauts in space and how to get 
it there are two of the most 


these and other biological prob- 
lems by military and civilian 
space agencies is evidence of 
the proximity of manned space 
expeditions.

In 
addition, he must have about 
five pounds of water and two 
pounds of oxygen per day. Daily 
nutritional requirements call for 
about nine pounds of supplies.

Visit With Stevenson 


HYDE PARK, April 18. ~ 


IT WAS A PLEASURE last week to see Adlai Stevenson 
for a short time at my office at the American Association 
for the United Nations. 

The newspaper people who saw him at his conference 
murmured to each other, I am told, as they came out, “But 
this is a different Stevenson. It is the Stevenson of 1952.” 
The fact that his energy has returned is due to the fact that 
he had had a few days on the beach in the Caribbean with 
friends. 

He told me his Latin-American trip had been most 
interesting, that he had met all the top people every- 
where and had never seen such hospitality in his life. 

On his return, he said, he was more tired that he 

had ever been. This did not preclude, however, very 

careful observation on his part of conditions in every 
country that he visited. And he is full of the things 

we ought to do and have not done. 

He is very enthusiastic about Paul Hoffman’s work for 
the U.N. through his special committee, and quite prepared, 
I think, to think through some of the extremely complex prob- 
lems of production that face us in the world. 

For a time there was a very well accepted theory that 
all nations should do the things they could do best. That theory 
has gone with the wind because each nation, as it grows 
stronger, wishes to be self-sufficient. Every nation wishes to 
produce whatever its climate and natural resources will per- 
mit it to produce. Now it is evident that the complex planning 
has to be done on a world-wide scale through co-operation 
with the U.N. 

Somehow we have always muddled through, mak- 
ing mistakes but getting by. But we see now that new 
countries are not going to wait. They want their 
chance for a place in the sun, and they want it now— 
not 10 or 15 years from now. They think we are able 
to do something about their aspirations, and we prob- 
ably are. We will have to get used to the idea, how- 
ever, that we are not planning for the minute, but for 
the future, and we will have to change our views on 
foreign aid and our people will have to come to under- 
stand that foreign aid is not charity.
